MAPAI HOPE OF KNESSET MAJORITY

The final results of the Hustadrut 
elections, announced on Monday, show 
that Mapai retained control of the 
organisation by securing 57.8 per cent 
of the votes. 

Mapai was followed by Achdut Avoda 
14.6 per cent: Mapam, 12.6 per ceni: 
Haoved Hazioni, 5.2 per cent; Commu 


nists, 4 per cent; General Zionsst 
Workers. 3.8 per cem: and Haoved 
Hadati. 2 per cént. 


The total number of voters was 415,000 
(82 per cent of those eligible to votc) 
Bur 5.000 ballot papers were declared 
void. 

These results, as well as the Kaessct 
clection prospects, were discussed by the 
Mapai Central Committee at a mecting in 
which Mr. Sharett and Mr. Ben-Gurion 
participaicd. The Prime Minister urged 
that the party should concentrate on the 
individual, and not on mass publicity, 
during the forthcoming Knesset cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion said that it was the

THE BETH DIN 


Question of Independent 
Status 


Our Legal Correspondent writes: 

Many may regret that the Report 
on the Beth Din, which was discussed 
at the last meeting of the Council of 
the United Synagogue (and ‘reported 
in last week’s Jewish CHRONICLE), did 
not face the jssues of the present 
unconstitutional position of the Beth 
Din of London and the United 
Nagogue. 

Ihe United Synagogue Act, 1870, read 
in conjunction wih the Deed of Founda- 
ign and Trust, 1871, clearly envisaged 
the Beth Din enjoying that same degree 
of remoteness from and independence of 
the United Synagogue as the Chief Rab- 
binate. No one has ever suggested that 


ihe Chef Rabbi is an official of the 
United Sy Magogue. It is true’ that the 


major part of the expenses of his office 
are contributed by the United Synagogue ; 
nevertheless, he has jurisdiction over all 
in the Broth Commonwealth 
and Empire which voluntarily 
ACL pied him as the Chief Rabbi. Ihe 
lack of adequate financial support for 
the Othice does not change his position 
im reclauion to those provincial or over- 
synagogues which recognise and 
accem his jurisdiction 

Ihe United Synagogue Act, 1870. and 
the Deed of Foundation and Trust, 1871. 
quite clearly envisaged the Dayanmm being 
placed on the same independent footing. 
i is Of interest to observe that when the 
Consttuuon of the Unsed Synagogu 
was reviewed and revised in 1954, those 
clauses which make for the 
Beth Din were not altered.

Mr. M. H. Davis; and Mr. Joel 
Slutsky, a former Treasurer and a very 
well-known communal worker, parti- 
cularly in Friendly Society and youth 
club spheres. 1 should hate to. be 
accused of electioneering——but the 
thought does really cross my mind 
that there are many young people in 
the Federation who have little or no 
knowledge in these matters, and who 
might therefore welcome a little guid- 
ance. These young people especially 
will agree with me that honorary office 
in our institutions ought to be shared 
round a bit more——and Mr. Lederman, 
no matter what his qualities, has 
already held office for quite a number 
of years. Mr. Davis many years ago 
also held the same office, and has 
been out of it for so long as to be 
almost unknown now. That only 
leaves Mr. Slutsky, and I am sure 
that, with his outstanding record of 
communal service and his appeal to 
the younger generation, he would 
make a very good President ! 


U.S.A.HUMANITARIAN WORKER 


Many tributes from Jewish and 
Gentile polhtical leaders have been 
paid to Mr. Adolph Held, the Presi- 
dent of the Jewish Labour Committee 
in the Unrted States, on his 70th 
birthday. Few Jewish personalities 
have contributed so much to humani- 
tarian work as Mr. Held, who for 
nearly half a century laboured ener- 
getically in defence of Jewish rights. 
His entire life has been one of service 
io his people and especially: Jewish 
immigrants into the United States, for 
whom he did his utmost to improve 
their Jot and help create a new and 
better life on American soil. The first 
Jewish immigrants who benefited fram 
his care and devouon were those who 
had escaped from persecution and 
pogroms in Tsarist Russia. These were 
followed by Jewish refugees, victims 
of the First World War and, recently, 
of the Second World War. Among 
those who paid tribute on his birth- 
day to his great and humanitarian 
services were. President Eisenhower, 
Mr. Adlai Stevenson, and Mr. Herbert 
Morrison.

FINANCIAL AID FOR THE BETH DIN 
Kashrus Commission Statement 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. A. |. Bard, the President of the 
Kashrus Commission, presented the 
annual report of the Commussion, 
when he presided at a mecting which 
was held at 4 Creechurch Place, E.C.3, 
last week. 


There had been positive progress and 
substantial development in the work of 
the Commission, the report stated. While 
they had comtmued to aim al a very 
bigh standard im respect of supervision 
of gatherings, restauranis, and hotels, the 
Commission had extended its sphere of 
activity to include responsibility for super- 
vision of Passover products, vita cream, 
and ice-cream, and negotiations were m 
hand to undertake kashrut supervision of 
hakenes, of which there were at present 
four establishments under supervision. 

In connection wih hoences, the report 
states that the Beth Din’s policy in regard 
io the recommendation of new licences 
was for the appomimen of full-time 
shomermm, and experience gained as a 
result had proved of imestimable advan- 
tage in the furtherance of kashrut, despite 
difficulties encountered in respect of the 
financial commitments of smaller estab- 
lishments. 


£1,000 for School-meals Service 


Every assistance, says the report, had 
been afforded the Kosher School-Meals 
Service both by inspections of the various 
centres and central kitchen and by a 
comrbution of £1,000, principally from 
caterers and partly from the funds of the 
ommission. 


On the subject of ‘the anti-shechita 
Bill, the report says that the Commission 
had, m common wh other interested 
communal orgamsations, supported the 
work of the Defence Commutice of the 
Board of Deputies and the National 
Shechita Council in their efforts to combat 
the promotion of the Bill. 

Thanks were expressed to the Chief 
Rabbi and the other members of the Beth 
Din for their co-operation and guidance. 
They were glad, says the report, that 
Dayan Dr. I. Grunfeld and Mr. A. Lis- 
sack. their Vice-President, were now both 
on the way to recovery. 

Mr. Bard referred to that part of the 
report and recommendations of the Chief 
Rabbi and the President of the United 
Synagogue concerning the organisation 
and adminstration of the Bcth Din, which 
had stated that “a larger contribution 
should be made by the Kashrus Commis- 
sion for the services rendered by the Beth 
Din. and a fai contribution would be 
£1,000 per annum, in addition to the 
sum already being paid towards the salar) 


said, a substantial surpius. He had no 
doum that when the matter came before 
the Executive at the proper time it would 
be deak with as favourably § as 
possible. 

The President also referred to the fact 
that the building in which they met would 
be disposed before very long, and 
they would have to look for new offices. 

In the course of the discussion, Dayan 
A. Rapoport, the Principal Rabbinical 
Supervisor, stressed that the only guaran- 
tee that the Jewish public could have for 
the kashrut of goods was that every com- 
modity had 4 label or seal affixed to it. 

The report was adopted. 


Increased Income and Expenditure 


Mr. S. A. Schiff (Joint Treasurer) pre- 
sented the accounts. The total income, 
he said, from ordinary receipts had 
increased by nearly £1,500 during 1954, 
of which there was an increase of £330 
under the heading “ Caterers.” Expendi- 
ture had increased, mainly im regard to 
salaries, as a resukh of the appoinumnent 
of a full-time Assistant Rabbinical Super- 
visor and Secretary, and also the employ- 
ment of full-time shomerim at new 

The Commission confirmed the pay- 
ment of £50 to the National Shechrta 
Council Defence Fund in connection with 
the anti-shechita Bill. 

Mr. Sim Cohen said that the Com- 
WAS providing supervision al fres- 
taurants where meals were not cheap and 
at gatherings which also were not cheap. 
The Kosher School-Meals Service looked 
after a number of children. 

“ But,” he asked, “ what are we doing 
for the working-classes ?” It was pathetic 
to think, be said, that nothing whatever 
was done for their working youth and 
elders, many of whom must inevitably 
eat trefa food. With meals supplied from 
the Kosher School-Meals Service kitchen, 
it should be possible for the Commission 
to aid a caterer to set up in the West End 
and also in the East End, and in the same 
way as the education authorities were con- 
sidering the possibilities of providin 
kasher meals centres for children, loca 
authorities would, he -fek certain, give a 
sympathetic ear, and on also pro- 
vide centres, for canteens for adults. 

The President said that while they 
would give any such scheme their moral 
support and supervision and make a cer- 
tain contribution, they could not sponsor 
it, because K would be financially suicidal! 
for them to do so. 

Mr. Schiff said that the Kosher School- 
Meals Service would, was sure, be 
glad to go into this question and the 
Commission would be behind them.

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W.J.C. MEETING AT 
THE HAGUE 


Effect of Four-Power 
Negotiations 

Possible effects on the Jewish posi- 
tion arising out of the Four Power 
negotiations, the sovereign status of 
the Federal German Republic, and the 
conclusion of the Austrian State 
Treaty, as well as the Franco- Tunisian 
convention, will be on the agenda of 
the World Jewish Congress European 
Executive meeting, which will be held 
at The Hague next Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

The tonference will be attended by 
members of the World Jewish Congress 
Executive from Austria, Eire, France, 
Great Britain, Greece, Italy, Sweden, 
Switzerland, West Germany, and 
Yugoslavia, by observers from Belgium, 
Luxembourg, and the Netherlands, and 


by representatives of Jewish communities 
in North Africa. 


The agreement recently concluded with 
the Federal German Republic providing 
for the transfer to the International Red 
Cross of the administration of the Inter- 
national Tracing Service archives at 
Arolsen, has been welcomed by the World 
Jewish Congress European Executive “ as 
as important step to secure international 
custody of this all-important centre of 
documentation on Nazi atrocities during 
the war.” | 

According to the latest survey issued by 
the International Tracing Service in 
Arolsen, inquiries during 1954 rose to 
103,000, compared with 67,000 in the pre- 
ceding year. For the first time in us 
history the majority of cases handled 
(over 60 per cent) were for indemnifica- 
tion purposes. Over 170,000 reporis and 
certificates were issued from Arolsen 
during 1954, compared with 85,000 m 
1953. 


Our Amsterdam correspondent states 
that the Dutch Ashkenazi Congregation 
has decided to affiliate to the World 
Jewish Congress. 


THE GENERAL ELECTION

ADATH YISROEL SYNAGOGUES 


Attack on 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


At the annua) meeting of the Adath 
Yisroel Synagogues (at which the 
President, Mr. J. Weil, was in the 
chair), at 126 Green Lanes, N.16, 
THe Jewrsn CHRONICLE was attacked 
for publishing a recemt article on 
“Sex and Society,” by Dr. Eustace 
Chesser. It was alleged that the 
article was against the Orthodox 
laws concerning Taharat Hamish pacha 
(purity of family life). 

Mr. H. A. Goodman, J.P., declared 
that in recent days there had been a 
particularly unfortunate and degrading 
attack upon Taharat Hamishpacha, which 
the whole of world Jewry considered to 
be the basis of Judaism. Wihout the 


sanctity of the Jewish family, he added, 
there was no community. 


They very much regretted, Mr. Good- 
man went on, thal a newspaper which 
called uself “The Organ of Anglo 
Jewry “ should allow such attacks, which 
could only undermine Judaism and which 
might even be used by antisemites to 
attack everything for which Judaism 
stood. 

The Presxjent expressed the hope that 
THe JewtsH CHronicie, which, he said, 
had published the article detrimental to 
Taharat Hamishpacha, would also print 
an article on the importance of Taharas 
Hamishpacha. 

Mr. F. Brunner asked that the paper 
should refrain in future from pub- 
lishing such articles, which, he said, were 
unworthy of a Jewish paper. 

Mr. F. Kritzler, who said that the 
Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congrega- 
tions represented a large section of the 
community, stated that Tue Jewrsn 
CHRONICLE should not ignore those 
warnings. 


“ Anti-Torah Articles” 


Rabo Dr. S. Schonfeld recalled that 
in tis childhood days his late father had 
excluded THe Jewisn from 
his home because of its anti-Torah 
articles. The time, he said, would come 
when they would “ have to cry a halt.” 
They did not have a New Testament on 
therr bookshelves, ‘and there was litile 
less Apikursut in the New Testament than 
there was in many of the issues of THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE.

About Books 
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MORALS AND MEDICINE 


Morals and Medicine. By Josert 
Fiercner. Gollancz. 15s. 


Reviewed by Dr. HARRY SUGARE 


The substance of this book, which 
is by the Professor of Pastoral Iheo- 
logy and Christian Ethics at the 
Episcopal Theological School, Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, is based on the 
Lowell Lectures which the author 
delivered at Harvard University in 
1949. A foreword by Dr. Karl 
Menninger, a psychiatrist, describes it 
as “a great contribution to philosophy, 
religion, morality, and medicine.” The 
subjects discussed include human 
rights in life, health, and death, the 
patient's right to know the truth, con- 
traception, artificial insemination, 
sterilisation, and euthanasia. A short 
bibliography includes some Protestant 
but mainly Roman Catholic sources, 
but among the general works con- 
sulted is Martin Bubers “ Between 
Man and Man.” 

Though the subjects covered are 
extremely controversial they are likely 


to gain in importance. The author 
considers that the moral _ issues 
involved ought to be regarded as 


matters of private choice and respon- 
sibility. Dr. Fletcher has presented 
these problems in the light of Judzo- 
Christian culture. Apart from the 
theological implications involved. it is 
a serious attempt to reconcile with our 
conscience certain ethical issues which 
sometimes. arise in the course of 
medical care. Dr. Menninger assumes, 
quite incorrectly. that each and every 
doctor has conflicting loyalties and 
that these are inevitable. A doctor 
has only one loyalty—-to his patient. 


Ethical Duties 


Moral duty or ethics, broadly speak- 
ing, defines our obligations as human 
beings. and a large part of it is not 
necessarily dependent on _ religion. 
Judaism does not claim that it is a 
sin to reason about its ordinances, nor 
can we agree that in the case of 
Judaism “ organised religion exerts an 
influence upon the morality and free- 
dom of medical care. and upon the 
honesty and responsibility of medical 
science. 

Ihe author claims to have dis- 
covered some evidence of the use of 


practical contraceptive measures 
among the ancient Jews. This ts 
interesting. but there can be little 


doubt about the traditional Orthodox 
Jewish view on the majority of the 
vexed questions raised in this fascinat- 
ing book. Judaism 1s opposed not 
only to contraception but also to arti- 
ficial insemination. Sterilisation, and 
cuthanasia. The codes are explicit on 
the prohibition of unnecessary destruc- 
tion of spermatozoa. regarding it as 
tantamount to taking Iiife. Ihe 
Cabbala has even more severe things 
to say on the subject. Judaism com- 
mends the safe line of conduct that 
lies between the rejection of earthly 
joys and excessive self-indulgence 
in them. The belief in a Supreme 
Being involves ethical consequences, 
such as reverence for human life. 
There are no fewer than thirty-one 
Biblical references. The reader will 
hardly wish to accept at face value 
some of the interpretations offered, 


especially with regard to the vital pas- 
to Er and Onan (Genesis 
xxxviii, 9). While agreeing as to the 
practical non-existence of Jewish litera- 
ture on the subject, one cannot accept 
the claim that there is very little about 
medicine in the Talmud. 

This book should make interesting 
and thoughtful reading for all those, 
both Jews and Christians, who are 
associated with the Church or Syna- 
gogue and medicine. It is an impor- 
tant and serious contribution to a field 
of inquiry too long neglected and 
evaded.

MISHNA . COMMENTARY 
COMPLETED 


Author’s 27-Year Task

A magnum opus which has taken 
27 years to accomplish has just been 
completed with the publication of the 
sixth volume of Mr. Philip Blackman’s 
English-Hebrew Mishna. 


Many obstacles had to be overcome by 
the author and the publisher before the 
work could be completed. Mr. Black- 
man iS a retired science teacher and a 
Fellow of the Chemical Society; he was 
a teacher for 40 years under the L.C.C., 
and also a Hebrew teacher; and at one 
ume was headmasier of the Myrdle 
Sireet classes under the former Jewish 
Rehgious Education Board. 

To help him achieve his dearest wish 
of publishing his translation and com- 
memary of the whole of the Mishna, 
friends of Mr. Blackman, mostly mem- 
bers of the Golders Green Synagogue, 
formed a limuted company in 1946, The 
post-war difficulues, however, nearly 
frustrated their efforts, and it was not 
until 1951 that the first volume appeared. 
The company’s funds were by then 
exhausted, but the Chairman, Mr. L. M. 
Schoenfeld, a manufacturing chemist and 
an alumnus of the Moscow University. 
undertook to continue the work of pub- 
lication single-handed. Nenher author 
nor publisher worked for material 
reward, but truly L’shem Mitzva. The 
other five volumes then followed in quick 
succession. Anglo-Jewish — scholarship 
has been much enriched by this monu- 
mental work, and “appreciation of the 
scholarly achievements of Mr. Blackman 
has come from Jews and non-Jews in 
many parts of the world. 

Ihe Chief Rabbi, in a foreword in 
volume six, writes: “ The whole work 
may now occupy an honoured position in 
the row of translations of Jewish classical] 
texts which have been made by Anglo- 
Jewish scholars.” 

Both Mr. Blackman and Mr. Schoen- 
feld were born in Kurland (now part of 
the Soviet Union). The six volumes are 
published by the Mishna Press.

TEN YEARS OF 
PROGRESS 


Consultative Conference 
for London 


[COMMUNICATED] 


How to strengthen West Euro- 
pean and North African Jewish com- 
munities, now faced with serious 
problems, will be the main theme of 
the Consultative Conference of Jewish 
Organisations, which will be held in 
London from June 12 to June 16, 
under the sponsorship of the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle, the American 
Jewish Committee, and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. 


Representative Jewish organisations in 
France, Belgium, Holland, Switzerland, 
Sweden, Denmark, Norway, West Ger- 
many, Morocco, and Tunisia have already 
named delegates to the conference, and 
replies from a number of other Jewish 
communities are expected shortly. 

The conference wi mark the ten years’ 
progress in rebuilding Jewish communities 
since the Second World War and Hitler's 
attempt to annihilate Jewry. At an 
inaugural dinner on Sunday, June 12, 
Mr. R. N. Carvalho, President of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, Mr. Irving M. 
Engel, President of the American Jewish 
Committee, and Professor René Cassin, 
President of the Alliance Israélite Uni- 
verselle, will review the last decade of 
Jewish life. Mr. Jacob Blaustein. 
Honorary President of the American 
‘Jewish Committee, wil] be the Chairman 
at the dinner. 


Antisemitic Groups 


The provisional agenda for the con- 
sultative conference shows that particular 
attention will be paid to the relation of 
the Jewish communities to their environ- 
ment. Stock will be taken of the import-

Other main items on the agenda will 
include the fight for human rights and 
strengthening of Jewish religious. educa- 
tional, and cultural life. The conference 
will also consider the most effective means 
of co-operation between West European 
Jewish communities on the one hand, and 
the State of Israel and the Jewish com- 
munity of the United States and other 
overseas countries, on the other hand, 
to make further progress possible in these 
fields. Mr. Isaiah Berhn, C.B.E., Fellow 
of All Souls College, Oxford; will address 
the conference on “ The Impact of Israel.” 

Finally, there will be an analysis by 
conference delegates of the financial and 
material resources available to meet Jewish 
community needs and the best way of 
ulilising them. <A central point in this 
discussion will be the role of the Con- 
ference on Jewish Matenal Claims Against 
Germany, which is expected to make a 
great contribution to Jewish community 
development during the next decade. 

On Tuesday, June 14, there will be a 
reception for delegates to meet repre- 
sentatives of Governments, international 
organisations, and the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. Among the speakers at the recep- 
tion will be Mr. Eliahu Elath, the Israeli 
Ambassador in London.

It 
is not, therefore, surprising that there 
has been a drift from the frontier 
settlements, especially on the part of 
the older people. And that students 
are being sent to the danger zones 
for a short period of national 
service. 

Reprisal raids, it is generally felt 
in Israel, are necessary from time to 
time to preserve the morale of the 
border settlers, # not that of the city- 
dweller away from the front line. If 
particularly bad acts of infiltration 
are left unanswered, the argument 
goes, it will become increasingly 
difficult, if not impossible, to man the 
frontier settlements with persons other 
than national service men and women, 
or with sabras who have a yearning 
for adventure. 


Nahal Oz Volunteers 


That situation already obtains in 
some exposed places in the south-west, 


along the bleak Gaza border, the 
scene of repeated incidents. At Naha! 
Oz. for example, which | visited 


recemtly, | found that only two of the 
kibbutznmiks are not sabras. The two 
exceptions are young British Jews. 
Nahal Oz, the scene of a particu- 
larly heavy attack by the Egyptians 
last April, is probably closer to the 
Gaza frontier than any other settle- 
ment. From jts perimeter the out- 
skirts of Gaza can clearly be seen.

hard work. tension, and constant 
watch against the, unseen enemy. 
Equally unrea! is Jerusalem:s boun- 
dary. which stretches from the San- 
hedria quarter in the north to the 
battle-scarred hill of Ramat Rachel. 
the southernmost outpost of Jewish 
Jerusalem. whence one gets an excel- 
lent view of Bethlehem just two miles 


away across the Jordan border. Here 
and there barbed wire runs across a 
street. Climb up Mount Zion and 


vou will see Arab Legionares on 
guard a stone’s throw away. In the 
distance Jordan‘an lorries are on the 
move On either side of the wall 
dividing east and west, old and modern 
Jerusalem, life goes on normally. Until 
the inevitable incident. 


Peaceful Lebanese Border 


Only up north, in the cool air of 
Galilee, by the Lebanese border, are 
conditions comparatively 
The frontier village of Metula, with 
its fragrant vinevards and  snow- 
capped Mount Hermon in the distance, 
lies auiet and peaceful. Beyond the 
border children play in “ no-man’s- 
land.” A few hundred vards away 
Lebanese farmers till the land. The 
civilians of both sides trust each other. 
Incidents are few. If # were left to 
the border population there, peace 
would come quickly. 

On the other troubled frontiers, 
however. there is no respite, no relief 
from the weary, morale-destroying 
round of watching and waking. 

In the absence of a peace settlement 
there apnrears to be no solution to 
this problem. General Burne believes 
that a barbed-wire barrier, at least in 
the Gaza rea. might do the trick. 
But it is hardly likely that an artifictal 
obstacle of this nature would keep out 
determined and trained Egyptian 
saboteurs.

TUNISIAN JEWRY AT. THE CROs¢s 


From our Correspondent 


TUNIS 

UNISIAN Jewry is today at 

the crossroads. Negotiations 

between the French Govern- 
ment and the Tunisian Ministers 
are nearing § their conclusion. 
Although some of the matters 
agreed upon are not yet known in 
detail, it appears certain that they 
mark a decisive turning-point in the 
country’s history. The internal 
autonomy promised by France will 
become a fact, and must be put into 
effect by a new political orientation 
which will give Tunisia partial 
independence and will in course of 
time give birth to a new Arab State. 


_ The Jews of Tunisia find themselves 
in a situation that will require their 


unequivocal integration in the new 
institutions that will arise from 
imernal autonomy. 


A Major Problem 


This situation naturally constitutes 
4 major problem for the Jewish com- 
munity. The Jews of Tunisia have 
until now fek themselves bound to 
France, which emancipated them and 
gave them the possibility of forming 
a free community, 

The position must be considered 
realistically. Of the 100,000 Jews 
who live in the country, some three- 
quarters are of Tunisian nationality ; 
the remainder are composed of Jews 
of French, Italian, British, and other 
nationahties. The principal factor 
that has enabled Tunisian Judaism to 
flourish during the past 70 years has 
been the presence of the Frénch, with 
consequemt security for all the 
inhabitants Recent developments. 
however, have Jed France to hand over 
to the Tunisians the greater part of 
her security powers. 

Ihis state of things has caused 
profound disquiet among the Jewish 
population. At the same time they 
are not unaware of the unequivocally 
liberal attitude expressed by the 
Tumsian Ministers, led by Mr. Tahar 
Ben Ammar, the President of the 
Council, in complete agreement with 
the leader of Neo-Destour, the party 
which will exercise the main power in 
nationalist Tunisia. 

At the head of this party is Mr. 
Habib Bourguiba, who has declared 
his firm resolve to give to Tunisia 
democratic and liberal institutions. 
This statement, many times repeated. 
iS reassuring to the Jewish population, 
which feels instinctively that it may 
have confidence in the party that will 
before long form the first autonomous 
Government of the country. 


Xenophobic Elements 


But some apprehension remains. It 
is linked with the possibility that the 
Neo-Destour may find itself led too 
far by partisans of the Old Destour, 
a body composed of xenophobic 
elements tending to pan-Islamism, and 
opposed to co-operation with any 
European country, France in particular. 

In this connection the recent elec- 
tions to the Council of the Jewish 
Community are not without sig- 
nificance. Two jists of candidates 
were before the electors. The one. 
headed by the outgoing President, Mr. 
Charles Haddad, was composed of 
active Zionists, Zionist sympathisers, 
and conservatives. The other, led by 
Mr. Elie Nataf. consisted of various 
non-party candidates, some Zionists 
and some Communists. This second 
list had the support of certain influen- 
tial local Jews, and particularly that 
of the only two Jewish business men 
who are active in the Neo-Destour 
movement, Mr. André Barouch and 
Mr. Victor Baranes. 

The elections, conducted in an 
atmosphere of excitement never previ- 
ously equalled. had a clear-cut result. 
Mr. Haddad’s party won 37 of the 
40 seats. 

Commenting the following day on 
these elections, the Neo-Destour 
organ, L’aAcTION, described them as a 
victory for the “ reactionary Zionists "; 
and the Tunisian Government, follow- 
ing a petition by the supporters of 
Mr. Nataf. ordered an inquiry to con- 
sider the annulment of the elections.

Another injustice to which the attention 
of the authorities should be drawn is the 
heinous price exacted by certain, Jewish 
grocers for Passover commodities bearing 
the hechsher of the Beth Din, which in 
several cases is in excess of the prices 
previously advertised in THe J&wisn 
CHronicte. Why cannot the authorities 
publish a list of standard prices when 
they print the list of what is “ kasher for 
Pesach"? Why cannot we have a list 
of what the standard prices for kashe: 
meat should be ? Only in this way would 
it be possible to see that the Jewish

Training in Moral 
Discipline 
To the Editor of Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In your issue of May 13, Dr. 
Eustace Chesser voices carping criti- 
cism of the sacred and age-honoured 
laws of taharat Hamishpacha. Dr. 
Chesser claims for their origin and 
observance “ primitive fear and super- 
stition.” Similarly he sees in mikva 
“a barbaric hangover from ancient 
days” rendered obsolete and unneces- 
sary by modern amenities in the 
home. 


The religious significance apart, these 
laws have helped perhaps more than any- 
thing else to enhance “the dignity and 
of marriage and to maintain 
the lofty ideals of Jewish purity and the 
imtegrity of the family. Indced, no single 
factor played, and still plays, a greater 
role in the moral health of the Jewish 
people than the sirict obedience to these 
laws, and mikva remains one of the most 
importamt institutions of organised Jewish 
community life throughout the world, 
Furthermore, though health and hygiene 
were not the prime underlying putpose of 
lahara, scientific opinion is emphatic in 
is recognition that the results have proved 
of physical and psychological benefit. 

Bui Dr. Chesser has failed to appreciate 
that the wider conception and implica- 
uuons of vila are to be found in the 
moral and “spiritual sphere. Hts funda- 
menita! importance lies in training the 
Jew in moral discipline and self-control. 
kt sets the seal ‘to sanctification. Accord- 
ingly, «vila, to quote but one example, 
was also prescribed for the High Priest 
on the Day of Atonement (Yoma III, 2ff). 
That rabbinic regulation insists on a 
state of physical cleanliness before ritual 
immersion is further proof that its 
purpose is spirtual and not sanitary. At 
this juncture of anxiety and crisis for 
mankind there is vital need for indoc- 
irinating people with moral disciplines 
and spiritualising ideals. The hallowed 
laws of Taharat Hamishpacha, which are 
an inspired expression of the Divine. wis- 
dom, were intended to meet such a need. 
Their importance for contemporary Jewry 
iS paramount. 

lt is difficult to follow Dr. Chesser 
when he says that “in the growth of a 
people it is the spirit of the law that 
is more important than xs leral or 
factual observance.” Surely, the viola- 
tion of a law could not be justified by 
the specious argument that its spirn has 
been observed. What has _ sustained 
Judaism is the factual observance by its 
adherents of the tenets of the Torah 
which lead to moral and ethical conduct. 
In the words of a Talmudic sage: 
* Restraint leads to purity, purity leads 
to holiness, holiness leads to meekness, 
meekness leads to fear of sin, fear of 
sin leads to saintliness (Avodah Zarah;, 
20b). The problem of Jewish survival is 
essentially the problem of maintaining 
and heightening the purity and sanctity 
of the Jewish family which weaves and 
determines the pattern of Jewish com- 
munity life.

By our implanted hesitancy to discuss 
family life im public, we are somewhat 
handicapped to be actively engaged in 
this argument. But there are occasions 
when this tradition must be broken 
Ay I feel that 
in this instance this may well apply. 

Dr. Chesser states that “sex was not 
only enjoyed, but felt as something natural 
and certainly not sinful.” This sentence 
alone is indicative of the profound gulf 
between his concept of marriage and 
fundamema! Jewish family life. 

Did he, who assumes the right to dis- 


cuss family purity with the “ early Jewish 
teachers,” never hear of one of the holicst 
of the laws, that of 13°) 8? How can 
you explain to a man, who considers 
family life to be something “ enjoyable,” 
that the creativeness in man is his highest 
link with the “Creator of the world” 
Himself ? 

Of course, we are all human, and as 
such are bound to earthly weaknesses, 
desires, and inclinations. Nevertheless, 
led by the ethics of the “early Jewish 
weachers.” our rabbis have taught us to 
sublimate our human weaknesses and 
addictions into the service of the 
Almighty. Not only sex, but our daily 
requiremenis, such as eating, drinking, 
and siceping. for each of which the reh- 
gious Jew has his Graces and Benedic- 
tions, are for us not “ not only enjoyed ~ 
and even less “ not only felt as something 
natural and certainly not sinful,” but a 
means of daily worship to the Almighty. 

How, then, can we discuss with Such a 
person the holiness of Jewish married life, 
to whom in the best case marriage 1s 
* something not sinful ” and who has no 
idea at all that to the religious Jew it is 
something untouchably holy? This holi- 
ness of Jewish married life is rooted in 
the laws governing the building and use 
of the mikva. This holiness, which has 
upheld the Jewish family, and, indeed, the 
whole Jewish. nation for generation upon 
generation cannot possibly be achieved 
from the taps of the modern bathroom, 
but only from the mikva. eB 

Orthodox Jewry regrets that permission 
was granted for Dr. Chesser to air his 
views in your valuable journal. There 
is not a single line that belongs to your 
columns—let alone on the Shabbat table. 
It will have to be our task to see to tt 
that these views will never infiltrate into 
our own community, but remiain exclu- 
sively within the circle of Dr. Chesser 
and his co-operators.

Wisdom of Jewish Teaching 


Sir,—While I too disagree with Dr. 
Chesser’s demand for the abolition of 
the mikva, the only thing 1 could 
reproach him with is that he is far too 
dogmatic on a _ subject which he 
evidently does not understand, ignor- 
ing as he does even the practical value 
of the mikva’s contribution to the 
spiritual content of sex. Otherwise. 
and in view of his lack of understand- 
ing, I consider this demand quite 
logical, and I find it difficult to under- 
Stand the vehemence of your medical 
and rabbinical correspondents on the 
subject which, in fact. betrays them 
into some highly debatable statements. 

For example, Dr. Goorney charges Dr. 
Chesser with inaccuracy, then proceeds to 
present us with a most remarkable and 
somewhat dangerous imaccuracy of his 
own. He writes: for many years 
considered medical opinion has been that 
the laws of Niddah are a primary cause 
of the almost complete immunity of 
Orthodox Jewish women to one of the 
greatest killing diseases.” These words. 
as they stand, imply that Dr. Goorney 
is referring to cancer in general, but as 
this, coming from a medical man, would 
be too wildly irresponsible, I must pre- 
sume that what he has in mind is uterine 
cancer in particular. According to the 
relevant Statistics, Orthodox Jewish 
women are 70 per cent less liable to suffer 
from cancer of the uterus (or the genital 
organs as a whole) than other women. 
But there still remains the 30 per cent

SHAVUOT 
AS its name implies, Shavuot, the Feast of 
Weeks, marks the passage of seven weeks 
since Passover. Throughout these seven 
weeks, the days have been solemnly counted 
towards the eagerly awaited time of fulfil- 
ment. “Let My people go that they may 
serve Me.” The liberation of our ancestors 
from Egyptian bondage was not an end in 
itself, but the prelude to their acceptance of 
the Torah at Sinai. This Season of the 
Giving of our Law, therefore, commemorates 


the election of our people for their Divine 
mission. 


In the nineteenth and twentieth chapters 
of Exodus, which form the Torah-Reading 
of this Festival, this tremendous event is 
marvellously described: “And Moses went 
up unto God, and the Lord called unto him 
out of the mountain, saying: ‘Thus shalt 
thou say to the house of Jacob,.. and tell 
the children of Israel: Ye have seen what 
I did unto the Egyptians, and how I bore 
you on eagles’ wings, and braught you unto 
Myself. Now, therefore, if ye will hearken 
unto. My voice indeed, and keep My 
covenant, then ye shall be Mine own treasure 
from among all peoples ; for all the earth is 
Mine ; and ye shall be unto Me a kingdom 
priests, and a holy nation.” The narra- 
tive then goes on to describe how Moses set 
this message before the whole people, giving 
them the choice freely to accept or reject it. 
Not until they had declared, of their own 
volition and responsibility, that they elected 
to become fellow-workers with God for the 
fulfilment of His purposes, did they become 
the receivers and guardians of the Divine 
Law. 

The implications of this event are dis- 
cussed in the rabbinic commentaries. It is 
Significant, say our sages, that no other 
people of the ancient world elected to 
receive the Torah. For the moral and 
spiritual obligations imposed by the Ten 
Commandments were so utterly opposed to 
their own standards of conduct. that 
each nation in turn refused to accept them. 
Yet these commandments were intended for 
the guidance of all mankind, as was evi- 
denced by the fact that they were given in 
no national territory but in the wilderness. 
which was universally accessible and 
possessed by none. However, the Israelites 
alone voted freely and gladly for the Torah 
and for the way of life to which they were 
thereby dedicated. Moreover, they gave 
trustworthy sureties that the teachings of the 
Torah would be everlastingly preserved for 
mankind. by offering their children as 
guarantors. Such is the heritage and the 
responsibility which we, of this present 
generation in Jewry, joyously acclaim at this 

Festival of Shavuot. 
When this issue of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 
reaches our readers, on the eve of the Festi- 
? val, the whole country will be engaged in 
a general election. Just seven weeks have 
elapsed since Sir ANTHONY EDEN became 
Prime Minister in succession to Sir WINSTON 
CHURCHILL, and now appeal is being made 
to the judgment of the people in the election of 
anew Parhament. Together with their fellow- 
citizens of all creeds and parties, Jews will be 
performing their civic duty at the polls. The 
message of the ensuing Festival should remind 
us that the suffrage is a solemn trust and 
responsibility, British conceptions of law and 
justice, of ordered freedom and good govern- 
ment, have been largely moulded and 
influenced by the Hebraic teachings trans- 
mitted through the Bible. It is regard for 
4 such teachings which differentiates our 
democracy from totalitarian despotisms. 
< The spiritual traditions which derive from 
the Ten Commandments and the other 
principles of the Divine Law safeguard 
Britain's respect for the dignity and liberty 
of the human person, her reverence for truth 
and the moral law, her determination to pro- 
mote social justice and international peace. 
Happy is the land where, however much 
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candid.tes and voters may differ regarding 
he details of political policy—and Jews, of 
ourse. Ske other citizens, are divided in their 
arty atlegiances—there exists a géneral con- 
ensus of opinion about the need to build 
ciety and government upon righteous foun- 
lations. It is our earnest prayer that the 
ww Niembers of Parhament —whose names

In the course of time dil- 
ferent meanings have been ascribed to 
it. To some it meant the book, the 
Bible ; to others it was characteristic 
of the life of Jewry, which in every 
aspect was minutely discussed in and 
guided by books. [he bibliography 
of Jewish literature throughout our 
existence gives the most impressive 
testimony to the general interest in 
matters relating ‘to religion, law, philo- 
sophy, and everyday requirements. 
Ihe desire to be acquainted with the 
source of life, as the Torah is well 
described in our liturgy, meant that 
in every Jewish. home there was a 
score of Hebrew books, which were 
studied by every member of the family.

People 
are absorbed wholly in business of 
various descriptions and magnitudes 
and forget the other important tasks 
of life. When approached regarding 
spiritual’ nourishment for themselves 
they are never short of excuses. And 
so vears which lengthen into decades 
pass and leave them older, weaker. 
sadder. the sap of life. as i were. 
draining into the meaningless rut of 
their occupations, the vision of the 
peaks lost by eves fixed on the ground 
and absorption in everyday work. 

lt is of paramount importance, in 
order to retain the vision of freedom, 
of individual self-realisation, to have 
a plan of happiness above the daily, 
weekly check-over, beyond the satis- 
faction of our puny honours and futile 
dignitaries. To acmeve it we were 
advised to study the Torah and thus 
draw on an inspiration which will 
enliven our outlook on life with a glow

But if you 
fester and 
svstem. So the 


you will suffer no harm. 
remove it the wound wil! 
poison your whole 
Almighty says to Israel: I created 
within you the evil, Yerzer, but | 
created the Torah as a medicine. As 
long as you occupy yourselves with 
the study of the Torah the Yetzer 
will not rule over you. But if you 
do not occupy yourselves with the 
study of the Torah, then you will be 
delivered into the power of the Yetzer, 
and all its activity will be against 
(Sifre. Ekeb) 

These wise words of guidance have 
a special significance for us all today. 
At a time when some nations have the 
means to subordinate other peoples 
through the destructive forces at their 
command, the prophetic words: “ Not 
by might nor by power, but by My 
spirit says the Lord of hosts,” take on 
a special significance. 

Immersed in our inflated selfishness, 
we forget the rea] purpose of our exis- 
tence. But there are moments, seasons, 
when we are challenged by the remin; 
der of a Power able to transform the 
whole pattern of our hfe. It is up 
to us to grasp the opportunity offered 
to reshape our lives in accordance with 
the Biblical teaching which says: 
“Man does not live by bread alone, 
but by everything that proceeds out 
of the mouth of the Lord doth man 
live ™ (Deut. viii, 31).

For these holy words «shrine the best 
and most useful ideas at humanity 
needs for its safety. 

The weak and erring hum.n being 
is always in need of an autho; *al.ve 
standard of right and wrong. a «de 
laying down with unmuistakabie cica:

mankind. This can easily be achieved 
through the foundations laid down in 
the Torah, on which human welfare 
and happiness depend. 

The whole mass of Jewry. and 
especially Anglo-Jewry. who are drft- 
ing into the sea of ignorance, need 
to think seriously about the great, 
holy, and. although specifically Jewish, 
yet universally acclaimed important 
spiritual inheritance that was given to 
us, not only for our own advantage 
but also for the whole of humanity 

May we all open our hearts, give 
ear to the holy call that will be heard 
in all synagogues on this Festival, and 
repeat again the wonderful acceptance 
bv our forefathers at Sinai on this 
solemn occasion: We 
will do and we will hear '” Thus we 
and al the children of men might 
realise and endeavour to understand 
and practise the world-embracing and 
man-redeeming message which 
re-echoes on this great Jewish Festival 
of Shavuot.

PALESTINE AFTER THE

Professor B. Lewis gave a luncheon 
lecture on “ Palestine Just After the 
Ottoman Conquest” to Jews’ College 
Union Society at Woburn House last 
week.

WEEK-END SEMINAR 
AT WESTCLIFF 


Discussion on Shechita 
and Calendar Reform 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Shechita and calendar reform were 
among the subjects discussed at the 
week-end seminar held recently by 
the Torah Department of the Jewish 
Agency and Hapoel Hamizrachi at the 
Westward Ho! Hotel. Westcliff. 


Friday night and the Shabbat were 
celebrated in an almost Chassidic atmo- 
sphere, and apart from Zemirot. no mea! 
was compicte without divrei torah being 
said by some members of the seminar. 

At the Friday might dinner the 
Director of the Department. Rabbi §S. 
Sperber, welcomed the members. 

On Shabbat morning a sermon for the 
occasion was preached by the mwnister 
of the Southend and Wesicliff Svna- 
gogue, Rabbi P. Shebson. The lecturers 
were Dr. Oskar Rabbinowiiz, who spoke 
on “The Struggle for Shechita—An 
Historical Review": Dr. N. Wieder. 
who spoke on “The Supremacy of 
Eretz Yisrael over the Diaspora in the 
Talmudic Period’’ and “ An Historical 
Background to the Daily Liturgy”: and 
Mr. M. Wallach (Secretary to the Office 
of the Chief Rabbi), whose subiect was 
“ Calendar Reform.’ 


First Attacks 


Dr. ‘Rabbinowitz traced the history of 
the fight againsi shechita back to the 
Greco-Roman era, when, for the first 
lume, Jews living among other nations 
drew attention to their customs. « The 
first Christians, he said, had also 
adhered to the eating of bloodless meat, 
im contrast to the barbarians. But the 
Christians adhered to that principle only 
up to the year 1.000 c.£., because the 
Chrstians during that period used to buy 
meat from the Jews because it was blood- 
less. In the tenth century the first attack 
upon shechita began—not, however, on 
iis methods but on the final product— 
kasher meat. 

Ihe first ume, he said, that shechita 
was prohibited as a method was in 1590 
in Schwiebus (Germany). 

“In 1867.” said Dr. Rabbinowitz, 
“ shechita was forbidden for the. first 
lume in modern history on the basis of 
what we call * Parliamentary methods.’ ” 
That was in the Canton of Aargau. But 
when in 1874 the Swiss Constuution was 
revised, it seemed that the prohibition 
of shechita clashed with Article of 
that Constitution, which granted religious 
liberty. But in Aargau the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
took the initiative and demanded that the 
Government pass a law that cattle 
should be stunned before slaughter. For 
that purpose they were able to secure 
the assistance of two rabbis—Leopold 
Stein (a Reform rabbi of Frankfort) and 
Joseph Stern (a Reform rab of Stutt- 
gart) They proclaimed that shechita 
was not a religious practice and not pre- 
scribed in the Torah, and mM was pre- 
cisely on the basis of those testimonials 
that the three Cantons in Switzerland 
passed a law that as shechita was not a 
religious rite, it could not, therefore, 
enjoy the protection of Article SO of the 
Federal Law. Later 82,000 signatures 
were collected by societies for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals, and 
they forced the. Swiss Governmem to 
arrange a plebiscite, as a result of which 
shechita was forbidden in the whole of 
Switzerland. From then onwards similar 
actions against shechita were gradually 
attempted in other coupstries. But only 
Norway and Sweden passed such legis- 
lation. 


Deep Religious Significance 


Dr. Rabbinowitz surveyed the various 
attempts which had been made in this 
country since 1904 to prohibit shechita, 
and the steps taken in ms defence, and 
he referred to the legislation in Parha- 
ment in 1928 and 1933 exempung 
shechita in Scotland and England from 
compulsory stunning before slaughter. 

He stressed the deep religious and 
ethical significance of shechita. 

Mr, M. Wallach she@wed how calendar 


reform impinged on Judaism, if it 
included the blank day. 
When Rabbi Shebson visited the 


seminar on Sunday he gave some impres- 
sions of his visit to Israel’ He paid 
tribute to the work of the Mizrachi in 
the State. 

One of the members of the seminar 
was the Rev. S. Clayman, formerly of 
london and now minister of the Hebrew 
Congregation of Lusaka, the capital of 
Northern Rhodesia. 

Mr. Clayman said that his congrega- 
tion. which began about forty years ago, 
consisted of 60 families, comprising 200 
persons, and they had their Hebrew 
classes, with a roll of 24 children. They 
had a strong Zionist Movement, which 
collected between £7,000 and £8,000 for 
the Israel United Appeal when it was 
launched biennially. The community 
consisted of Jews who had come from 
Lithuania, Poland, Germany, England, 
and recently there had been a smal] 
influx *of Jews from Israel. 
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MIKVAOT IN THE LONDON AREA 
Insufficient Financial Support

There are today only about half-a- 
dozen mikvaot throughout the London 
area. There is one in the East End. 
two in North London, and two in the 
North-West area, apart from a very 
small number of private mikvaot. 


This is in sharp contrast to the position 
which ex Sted when the East End was 
still the main centre of the London Jewish 
population. There were in those days 
numerous small and large mikvaot 
Several of them were privaicly owned, 
and as they also provided baths they were 
used. apart from religious Jews, by many 
who did not have baths in their own 
hames. 

Gradually they diminished in number, 
and before the war they had been 
reduced to two. The war brought 
further destruction, and steps had to be 
taken by the now defunct London Board 
of Mikvaot to establish the mikva in 
Dunk Street at a ceremony which was 
attended by the Chief Rabbi. Now the 
Dunk Street Mikva, supported largely by 
the Federation of Synagogues, can pride 
itself on being the only mikva in the 
Fast End. 

Better known, and probably the largest 
of the mikvaot in London, is the Grove 
Lane Mikva or the North London District 
Mikva to give it its official title. It 1s 
associated with the Stamford Hill Beth 
Hamidrash, but, in fact, its object is to 
serve all the communities in North Lon- 
don, and it receives financial grants from 
the Federation of Synagogues and the 
United Synagogue. 

I inspected this mikva on Sunday. The 
treme was rather inopportune from the 
point of view of the mikva commitice. 
which is mostly composed of young 
people. There are ambitious rebuilding

plans, which will cost about £2,000, and, 
therefore, the mikva was not at ils best 
but I was assured that there was nothing 
of which they could feel ashamed. Cer- 
tarmly the mikvaot inside appeared to be 
clean and well kept. 

There are at the Grove Lane mikva 
about four mikvaot and eigit baths. They 


are open in the morning for men, who 
have tO pay an entrance fee of Is. 6d 
for a mikva and 2s. for a bath The 
number of men using the mikva is com- 
parauvely small, probably in the region 
of 50 a week.

flows imto earthenware pipes and later 
flows into a channel, where it mixes with 
ordinary water. Two boilers are used to 
heat the water. Electric pumps are used 
to pump out the water ffom the mikvaot 

More modern and in many respects the 
model mikva in the London area 1s the 
North-West London Communal Mikva 
at the Abba Myers Centre, 10 Shirchal!l 
Lane, Hendon. The mikva 1s admin 
stered by a committee on which are repre- 
semed several congregations in Hendon 
and Golders Green. But despwe the fact 
that it 1s used widely by Orthodox women 
from North-West London and further 
afield. it is constantly in difficulties 
because of lack of financial support. 

The mikva has a budget of about 
£1.000, and recently new installations and 
improvements have necessitated an outlay 
of £1,500 A new ojil-heated steam 
boiler and two new rain-water tanks have 
heen installed, and a waiting-room has 
heen. prepared These expenses have 
added to the worries of the commiuttec, 
and an official told me: “* We are in a 
very bad financial position, because we 
do not get proper grants.”

SHAVUOT 


By AUNTIE 
HE festival which we are cele- 
brating today and tomorrow 


(Shabbat) is 4 festival of thanks- 
giving for the first fruits of the earth 
and tor the wheat harvest. In Biblical 
times, it was one of the three great 
occasions when people made the pil- 
= to Jerusalem to offer their first 
ruits to God in the Temple. 

Not only is this a harvest of celebra- 
tion, but it 
greatest event in our history, an event 
of importance not only to us Jews, but 
to every civilised nation in the world. 
On this day, over 3,000 years ago, the 
Ten Commandments, which remain the 
basis of all civilised life, were given 
on Mount Sinai to our ancestors. 
Other codes and other laws have been 
given to the world and have fallen 
into disuse ; but our God-given Torah, 
which was not only for an age but for 
all time, lives on 

Our festival teaches us that the fruit 
of the tree of life is ours so that we 
may eat of it and our people may 
thus live for ever. It comes at a time 
of the year when nature is wearing 
her gayest clothes. To look at the tree 
in full leaf, to see the flowers, and to 
listen to the song of birds. is to know 
a world of joy and happiness. There 
is no other time of the year when such 
heartfelt prayers of thanks can be 
offered to God for His bounty. As a 
reminder that it is the harvest festival 
we decorate our places of worship with 
tasteful plants and lovely flowers and 
through them we express our gratitude 
to the Almighty and pray that the 
harvest will be good. The sweet smell 
of the flowers, it is said, is a symbol 
of the Torah. “Its ways are ways 
of pleasantness and all its paths are 
peace.” 


Gift of the Torah 


But | have already reminded you 
that Shavuot is another important 
anniversary. It is the day that we 
became a nation, a people with duties 
and responsibilities. For tt was on 
this day that God graciously endowed 
us with a. gift that we are proud to 
Share with the other peoples of the 
world, the glorious gift of the Torah. 

Pesach had delivered the Israelites 
from the bondage of slavery and, now 
that their tired bodies had had a short 
rest from the hard toil. their minds 


were prepared to receive Gods com-* 


mandments. In Egypt they had seen 
the worship of idols by the heathen 
people and had stood aloof from such 
practices, and so they were prepared to 
follow a way of worship that would be 
acceptable to them. 

Thus, on Mount Sinai. far removed 
from all other nations, the Israelites 
received the priceless gift of the Torah, 
a Book of Life. The Sidra that forms 
the reading from the Torah gives us 
a clear picture of the three days of 
preparation for the great event. I 
would like you to notice, when you 
read it, the eagerness of the people to 
hear and'to obey. In fact. even before 
the words were uttered. they gave the 
promise, “We will do and we will 
hearken.” Such was their faith in 
God, that they were prepared to carry

out all the precepts brought to them 
by Moses from the Almighty. 

Every Yomtov is interesting to 
children, and it is difficult to select the 
favourite. Pesach with its different 
foods, Succot with meals eaten in the 
Succah, Chanucah with the glow of 
candles, and Purim with fun and merri- 
ment. But Shavuot has a different 
interest. As the Ten Commandments 
were the first lesson given to the 
Israelites when they became a pation. 
a custom grew up to use the Yomtov 
to mark the start of a child's educa- 
tion. Therefore, on Shavuot, the 
young boy was brought to the syna- 
gogue and given his first Hebrew 
lesson. “Aleph Bet.” said the 
teacher to the child; and meantime 
in the child's mouth he placed wafers 
spread with honey, expressing the hope 
that “ the words of the Law might be 
sweet on the tongue.” 

Grown-ups used to celebrate the 
arrival of Shavuot by remaining at 
study all through the first night until 
dawn came. Then they would recite 
the morning service and afterwards 
partake of coffee and cheesecake. 
which is the traditional cake for 
Shavuot. 

I hope you will have a very happy 
festival.

THE SANHEDRIN 


During the Second Temple period 
the great Sanhedrin—or Synedrion, as 
it was called in Greek—was the High 
Court and National Council of the 
Jewish people. There were 71 mem- 
bers in the great Sanhedrin which used 
to meet in the Temple of Jerusalem. 
The members included noblemen, 
priests, judges, and learned rabbis. In 
several provincial towns of Palestine 
there was also a local Sanhedrin con- 
sisting of 23 members. ) 

The great Sanhedrin would arrange 
the calendar, supervise the Temple 
service, and regulate all questions of 
Jewish religious law. . The President 
of the Sanhedrin was called “ Nasi,” 
and he was the chief religious 
authority of world Jewry. For several 
centuries Hillel and his descendants 
held that position. The only exception 
was R. Yohanan ben Zaccai, who 
transferred the Sanhedrin to Yavne 
after the destruction of the Temple 
in 70 ce. Later it was moved to 
several other places, until it was fina!ly 
settled in Tiberias. But early in the 
fifth century Ce. it was dissolved. 
Unsuccessful attempts to re-establish 
it were made from time to time, the 
most famous being the Sanhedrin 
summoned by Napoleon the Great in 
1807, which lasted, however. only a 
short time. Many are hoping that 
in the State of Israel a new Sanhedrin 
will soon be set up.

GAZA 


Gaza, which has recently been much 
in the news, has had a very long and 
stormy history. A fronticr town near 
Egypt, it has always been the scene 
of much fighting. Many conquerors 
coveted this strategic city, which was 
also a great trading centre between 
Egypt and various Asiatic countries. 
In Biblical times it was the most 
important of the five cities of the 
Philistines. One evening Samson paid 
a visit to Gaza, but the Philistines 
determined to kill him next morning. 
At midnight, however, Samson lef', 
carrying off the locked gates of the 
cty! When the Philistines caught 
him at last, they brought him to Gaza. 
This time Samson could not escape. 
but he overturned the temple of 
Dagon, and died in its ruins, together 
with thousands of Philistines. 

Many years Jater the Hasmonean 
kings fought against Gaza, and one 
of them, Alexander Jannai, destroyed 


the city after a year's siege. It 
suffered from fire and sword on 
several later occasions, too. Perhaps 


for this reason there was never a large 
Jewish community there. The most 
famous Jew of Gaza was a certain 
Nathan, a “ prophet.” who supported 
the false seventeenth-century Messiah, 
Sabbatai Zvi.

Helping Others to Help 
Themselves 


By BARBARA SCOTT 


HE war has been over ten 
years. For some those ten 
years since 1945 have been 
disappointing after the excitement 
and the glory ; for others they have 
been a time of comparative peace 
after the horrors and the misery. 
For us of the younger generation 
who were lucky enough to miss the 
hghting and the heartbreak, those 
years have been a period of grow- 
ing up into a not-so-brave new 
world. But for Amy Zahi the war 
still goes on. Hers is the war of the 
helpless victims of 1939 to 1945, her 
enemies are homelessness and 
destroyed hope, poverty and sick- 
ness, apathy, distrust—-and red tape. 
Ihe 14-year-old war of Amy Zahl, 
now m her 30s, started in 1941 when 
she volunteered to join the first Jewish 
Relief Unit, sponsored by the Central 
British Fund. Always interested in 
welfare work, she had studied youth 
leadership at the Stepney Girls Club, 
under its leader Miss Phyllis Gerson, 
and there she helped to run a hostel 
at the beginning of the war. “We 
volunteered to go wherever We were 
sent.” Miss Zahl told me. That 
decision to volunteer was to lead her 
into danger and hardship. It was also 
a decision which was to turn a serious 
thoughtful girl into a dedicated woman 
within a few short, but eventful, 
months. 


Working in the Camps 


“One day we boarded a_train at 
Liverpool and the next thing we knew 
was that we had landed in Egypt. For 
a while we worked with women and 
children evacuated from the coast of 
Dalmatia under the noses of the Ger- 
mans—-in one camp there were 40,000 
people, There were a few people | 
knew, people who are still my friends 
today, like Phyllis Gerson and Charles 
Spencer (now Secretary of the. Anglo- 
Jewish Association).” 

And it was then that Amy Zahl's 
travels began. They led her to Italy, 
with the American Joint Distribution 
Committee, where bitter fighting was 
still in progress—to Greece, where she 
helped to set up a relief programme 
for the Jewish refugees—-to Austria 
Palestine, Germany, Brazil, and the 
United States 

Her stay in :Greece left a deep 
impression on Miss Zahl’s mind, for 
most of the pathetically few Jewish 
survivors passed through her office 
there was hardly a complete Jewish 
family left im the whole country. That 
was a time when she and her fellow 
workers were ofteh left with only the 
clothes they stood up in-—for they 
found that even social workers can be 
moved to such depths of pity that they 
want to give away everything they 
possess to the refugees who arrive with 
nothing to call their own, 

She particularly likes to tell of the 
two young brothers who met in her 
office in America for the first time 
since they had been separated at 
Bergen-Belsen. “1 cried, they cried.” 
she recalled. “ When I first met the 
younger boy he was 16,.and he arrived

in my office in Vienna in 1947. We 
found that he had a brother alive in 
Sweden, and so we obtained a pass- 
port for him to join his brother. Later. 
when | returned to Vienna, he was 
still there-—-he had never received the 
visa. When I asked him why he had 
not let me know he said he hadn't 
wanted to bother me. I had been so 
kind. I sent him to America and then 
arranged for his brother to visit him ; 
and that was when we all met in my 
office. Now Mickey. the younger boy. 
is doing his army service in America 
and the other is trying to get a visa 
to emigrate there.” 

Since those days. which Miss Zahl 
talks about with a reminiscent gleam 
in her eyes, she has returned to many 
European countries with the Joint 
Distribution Committee, helping to 
resettic Rumanian and Polish Jews. 
most of them “ hard core ™ cases. She 
has visited Munich and Salzburg. 
Foechrenwakd (the last remaining Jewtsh 
D.P. camp im Germany), Vienna. 
Rome, Trieste. and Milan, selecting 
people to be brought to England by 
the Central British Fund. “ Quite a 
number were in concentration camps 
and have not been able to emigrate 
for various physical reasons. At the 
moment we have permission to bring 
SO of these unfortunates over,” she 
told me. 

Amy Zahl will not talk- readily of 
her experiences during and after the 
war. “™ After all.” she said, “ we tend 
to forget the worst and remember only 
the best. But I do remember the 
terrible time on December 31 in 1951, 
when the Displaced Persons Act ended 
at midnight and we still had 400 refu- 
gees in the camp. Most of them had 
been sworn in already for their visas 
but their numbers had not come 
through by that fateful midnight 


Their acceptance of fate was heroic.” 


Wherever she goes now, mn whatever 
part of the world. someone is sure to 
come up to this altractive, well-dressed 
girl and shake her by the hand. bliess- 
ing her for all she has done for him 
and his family 

Now at last. perhaps, Amy Zahis 
travels are over, though she has been 
away from home for so long that she 
cannot get used to the English winter 
She wants to stay in England, finding 
homes and work for the people she 
brings over-—no easy job in a land of 
housing shortages.

COMPETITION FOR 
BRITISH MARKETS 


Pressing competition in overseas 
markets is common experience in the 
heavier industries. Now the Continenial, 
and particularly German factories. are 
back to normal working order, efforts 
at regaining overseas markets are 
strenuous. 

In the electric equipment and engincer- 
ing sphere particularly, prices quoted by 
Continental firms make it plain that 
cither the’ companies are determined to 
buy their way back into the particular 
market in question, even at the expens¢ 
of an initial loss, or they are being sub- 
sidised by their Governments. 

Experience indicates that these subsidics 
are mainly indirect and take the form 
possibly of tax free profits on export 
business or participation in foreign 
currency proceeds. Against this form of 
subsidy the British manufacturer only 
has the quality of his goods and services 
to recommend him. But in level compe- 
tition the price factor is becoming 
increasingly important. 

Under present conditions of rising 
wage, material, and services cosis, the 
long-term answer to price competition 
must be found in an increasing rate of 
capital investment in new works, plant, 
and machinery 


Higher Production and Low Prices 


Higher productivity is an essential 
factor in keeping down manufacturing 
costs and Mr. Leonard Sainer, the Chatr- 
man of D. Sebel and Co., famous for 
“ Mobo ” toys and furniture, tells of his 
group's efforts in this direction in the 
latest report. Further extensions to mam 
factories are nearly completed and the 
reorganisation of layout, which will 
follow, should greatly increase and 
improve assembly lines.

RESEARCH INTO JEWISH 
CATASTROPHE 


Grants by Yad Va-Shem 


To perpetuate the memory of the 
Jews who perished in Europe. it is 
announced by Yad Va-Shem that it 
has made four awards to enable a 
thorough research to be made into the 
tragic era of European Jewry. The 
research will embrace many facets 
including the records, causes. problems. 
and progress of that period from the 
historical, sociological, psychological. 
biological, and other points of view. 

Candidates must be able to prove their 
scientific ability and signify thew willing- 
ness to devote most of their time for 4 
period of two years to research into the 
problems of the European holocaust. 

The awards will be distributed by a 
professional committee to be set up by 
Yad Va-Shem. The committee itself will 
guide the candidates’ research, or will 
appoint a person especially for this pur- 
pose. Candidates will be obliged to sub- 
mit a bi-annual progress report to the 
committee or to the person appointed by 
the committee. 

Persons from Israel and abroad are 
eligible for the awards which amount to 
1£2.000 for persons resident in Israel; 
and $1,000 for persons resident abroad. 
The awards will be valid for a period of 
two years.

MR. HAMMARSKJOELD’S PEACE MOVE 
Egypt Refuses to Attend High-level Talks 


From our U.N. Correspondent 


New YorK 

In an effort to bring about a settie- 
ment between Israel and Egypt, Mr. 
Dag Hammarskjoeld, the United 
Nations Secretary-General, last week 
suggested, according to _ reliable 
sources here, that these countries 
should hold a high-level conference in 
Paris, But Egypt rejected the proposal. 

Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s suggestion was 
made shortly before his departure for 
Paris, where he will supervise the arrange- 
ments for the “ Atoms for Peace Con- 
ference’ to be held in August. He is 
said to have taken this step because of 
the declaration of the Bandung Confer- 
ence calling for peace in the Middle East, 
and because of the general tendency 
toward conferences “at the summit:” 
‘The U.N, Secretary-General, it is 
reported. had hoped to persuade Israeli 
and Egyptian officials “* above the Ambas- 
sadorial level “ to meet him in Paris this 
week and “talk peace.” Israel is said 
to have been receptive to the suggestion, 
but Egypt adopted a negative attitude. 

At his press conference last week Mr. 
Hammarskjocld would not say anything 
about his reported attempt to get Israel 
and Egypt together. But he did express 
‘some hopes” for a lessening of the 
tension in the Middle East 

For weeks, he said. they had done 
everything possible through General 
Burns, the U.N. Chief of Staff, to improve 
the situation. The outlook was good, 
and there were some hopes, but there 
were also incidents. 

The United Nations was trying to reach 
at least a temporary solution there. They 


could not let the situation slip back to 
where it was a few months ago. Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld gave an assurance that 
the U.N. was leaving nothing undone to 
improve the situation. 

He also expressed the hope that some 
way would be found to implement 
General Burns’s suggestion for the erec- 
tion of a barbed-wire barrier along part 
of the Gaza border. 

As for General Burns's reappointment, 
Mr. Hammarskjoeld said he had nothing 
to say on the possible extension of the 
Chief of Staff's term, which expires on 
June 30. While it is not the gencral 
policy of the United Nations to extend 
appointments, it has been done in the 
past and it is believed that # will be 
done in, the case of General Burns, not 
only because he has won the confidence 
of both sides, but because he is engaged 
in delicate negotiations which would be 
difficuk,. if not impossible, to turn overt 
to another person. 

Meanwhile, Isracli circles here are 
hoping that Mr. Nehru and the Burmese 
Premier, Mr. U Nu, who will both visit 
Yugoslavia this summer, will enlist the 
support of President Tito in the drive 
for Middle Eastern peace. 

It will be remembered that President 
Tito last year declared his willingness to 
do everything in his power to bring about 
peace between Israel and her neighbours. 

The general feeling of U.N. observers 
here is that if a break in the anti-Isracl 
front is to come xu will probably come 
in Egypt, despite the present bitterness 
between the two States. This 1s because 
Egypt's search for allies. now that the 
Arab League has been torn asunder by 
the Turkish-Iragi Pact. must inevitably 
lead her to the Asian “ neutralists,” 
which are generally friendly to Israel.

Saul Kagan, the Secretary of the Con- 
ference, who met representatives of the 
Jewish communities mm Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile, Uruguay, Bolivia, and Ecuador. 

In an interview, Mr. Kagan told me 
that there are about 50,000 Jewish victims 
of Nazism in Argentina (total Jewish 
population, 410,000); 15,000 victims in 
Chile Jewish populauon between 30,000 
and 40,000); about 30,000 in Brazil 
(120,000 Jews): and 12,000 in Uruguay 
(40.000 Jews). About 95 per cent of 
Bolivia's 3,000 Jews are ex-victims of 
Nazism, while Ecuador's 2,000 Jews are 
nearly all refugees from Hitlerism. 

The condition of former victims, said 
Mr. Kagan, varied from community to 
community, depending on the size of the 
pre-Nazi community, its ability to absorb 
the newcomers, as well as on the gencral 
economic condition of the country. In 
each country where allocations had been 
made particular attention had been given 
to assisting the aged 


THREAT TO TURKISH 
ELECTION SYSTEM

ISTANBUL 

The Turkish Grand Rabbinate has 
urged the authorities here to revoke 
a recent regulation which-would upset 
the whole system of Jewish communal 
elections. 

The regulation provides for the election 
of a separate administrative council for 
each synagogue and commufal institu- 
tion. Hitherto. each city district had 
one communal council, which supervised 
all religious, social, and welfare activities. 

A Jewish delegation has conferred with 
the Governor of Istanbul and asked him 
io use his good offices to secure the 
abolition of the new regulation. which 
affects all religious communities in 
Turkey. It explained that it would be 
difficult to have administrative councils 
for all synagogues because in some areas 
the Jewish population has diminished 
considerably through emigration, and in 
some places prayer-houses are cither 
closed or poorly attended 

The Ashkenazi community and the 
congregation at Balat elected their coun- 
cils a few months ago. But the authori- 
ties have declared these elections invalid 
afd asked that they be held in accordance 
with the new regulation.
